Subject: DRSI attach line for NOS

I just got a DRSI PCPA Type 1 interface for my PC. For those unfamiliar 

with the PCPA cards, they are dual-port packet interfaces built on a PC card. 
The Type 1 has a full-blown 1200 baud modem on one port and a serial interface 
on the other. I'll be attaching a 9600 bps modem on this port soon. 


Anyhow, the software that comes with the card works fine, allowing the card 
to function as a nice AX.25 TNC. I wish to use it on my TCP/IP node which 
is running the PAOGRI version of NOS. The documentation claims there is 

a "attach drsi" type command, but the software says there is no such animal. 


Upon further investigation, it looks like the "attach scc" command is what 
I should use. Given the syntax of the command, I set up the following lines 
in my autoexec.nos file: 


attach scc 1 init 0x300 8 2 0 1 Oxff 7 p4915200 8 
attach scc 0 ax25 dr0O 512 1200 1024 n3bda-10 
attach scc 1 ax25 dr1 512 9600 1024 n3bda-12 


NOS seems to like this, but when I go to connect, my XMTR output is an 
ear-piercing continuous tone instead of the familiar buzz of data. 


The base address is indeed 0x300 and the IRQ is indeed 7 with no conflicts. 
The clock speed spec was vague in the NOS manual, but the PCPA manual 
states the SCC clock rate at 4.9152 MHz. Nos wants it specified in Hz. 


What am I doing wrong?
